A discontinuance was filed on 
March 26 in the Middlesex Super- 
ior Court in the $10,000 suit of 
Marie Louise Chaintre of Brit- 
tany against State Senator Rich- 
ard H. Lee of Church Street, 
Newton.

“As a result of a conference 
between all concerned I am today 
discontinuing my suit against 
Mr. Lee. Although I based my 
suit on what I believed to be lig- 
itimate claims I am now satis- 
fied that they arose from a mis- 
understanding and I regret that 
I found it necessary to restort 
to court procedure. The whole 
matter is now closed.”

elation of University Women, the 
Waban Women’s Club and the. 
Newton League of Women Vot- 
ers. At one time she was on the 
Board of Directors of the Boston 
Y. W. C. A. She is on the Board 
of the International Student As- 
sociation of Greater Boston. As 
a trustee of the All Newton Mu- 
sic School, she has helped to 
raise a large amount of money 
at a recent concert. She’s always 
been a solicitor for the Red 
Cross and for the Red Feather 
Services of the Community Fund. 
For the latter she was a recent 
vice-chairman of the Educational 
Division, organizing seventeen 
towns west of Boston. 'And dur- 
ing the war Irene recruited 
women for the Armed Forces, 
was chairman of Home Nursing 
for the Red Cross and helped 
raise money for the soldiers’ kits 
given away at Newton City Hall. 

But it was her views on educa- 
tion that I was eager to hear 
at this time. 

"In many cities," she said in 
her quiet way, "the average par- 
ents are unwilling to take any 
responsibility about the schools. 
Often they have a distorted idea 
that education should be carried 
on exactly as it was when they 
were in school. I believe that 
educational methods shoultL pro- 
gress but that the schools should 
not try every theory that comes 
along. I’ll mention just one sub- 
ject to show what I mean. Of 
interest to Newton parents is a 
survey being made by a group 
of teachers who feel that we 
have a weakness in the arts of 
communication— speaking, read- 
ing and writing. These teachers 
are striving earnestly to see how 


the teaching of these subjects 
can be Improved." 

"Do many people attend the 
Newton School Committee meet- 
ings?” I asked. 

"A few drop by, generally to 
listen. But the meetings are 
open to everyone. They are held, 
on the fourth Monday of every 
month in Dr. Homer Anderson’s 
office at the high school. I wish 
more mothers and fathers would 
come. I believe strongly in the 
work of the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation and in having parents 
take an interest in the schools. 
For it ties in naturally that 
wherever people are interested in 
education, we get better educa- 
tion fo r^pur chi ldren.”

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anywhere from two to fifteen 
hours at a stretch. 

The orderlies, some of the driv- 
ers and some of those who cover- 
ed the disaster desk at the hos- 
pital, were Independent volun- 
teers who were stirred by this lo- 
cal tragedy and willingly gave 
time to be of help. Mrs. Charles 
McDowell of Auburndale was re- 
sponsible for lining up this desk 
staff. Another 80 hours was giv- 
en by the disaster chairman and 
public information chairman, and 
the Red Cross paid staff devot- 
ed some 300 hours to disaster 
services during the same two 
weeks. 

According to Dr. T. Stewart 
Hamilton, Director of the New- 
ton-Wellesley Hospital, of the 
seventeen patients admitted, 
there was one death within 48 
hours and six have been dis- 
charged. One has since been re- 
admitted. Of the ten patients re- 
maining in the hospital, most are 


progressing very well, with many 
now ambulant. Occupational 
therapy has been started as well 
as physiotherapy, particularly 
for hand burns. Of the two re- 
maining on the danger list, one 
is still desperately sick but has 
shown some improvement. 

In a letter received by Mr. 
Floyd, Dr. Hamilton wrote as 
follows: "By helping to obtain 
personnel, obtaining and send- 
ing for supplies and equipment, 
and by taking over completely 
the care of relatives and friends 
of the injured, you left us free 
to devote all our attention to the 
care of the patients. The results 
obtained to date spqpk for the 
work that was done. I should 
| like, however, to express my 
thanks to you and through you 
to all the allied chapters and 
agencies which cooperated so 
fully to render service to the pa- 
tients, their families, and 
friends .’’

1. A new school in the New- 
ton Veteran’s? development, Oak 
Hill, containing a kindergarten, 
six classrooms and play room. 

2. Addition of two classrooms 
to the Ward School, Newton 
Centre. 

3 Replacement of the Pierce 
School in West Newton by a new 
building at the junction of Tem- 
ple and Berkeley streets and con- 
taining a kindergarten, seven 
classrooms, auditorium and gym- 
nasium. 

4. Replacement of the Claflin 
School in Newtonville, by a new 
building located on or near 
Lowell Avenue and containing a 
kindergarten, seven classrooms, 
auditorium and gymnasium. 

5-6. Replacement of Mason, 
Rice and Bowen Schools, Newton 
Centre, by two new buildings, 
one to be located on the New- 
ton Centre playgroun and the 
other on the Bowen School play- 
ground. Each building is to con- 
tain a kindergarten. 12 to 14 
classrooms, auditorium and gym- 
nasium. The requested projects 
cover the first two-step of a pro- 
posed five-step building program 
calling for a total of 17 proj- 
ects. This construction will in- 
clude six additions, seven re- 
placements and four buildings to 
be erected in newly created 
school districts. 

In 1937 a special committee of 
the Board of Aldermen and New- 
ton School Committee recom- 
mended a ten-year building pro- 
gram consisting of eight school 
building projects. Ordinarily this 
program would have been com- 
pleted by 1947 but, due to the 
war, only two buildings were 
constructed — the Franklin and 
Lincoln-Eliot elementary schools. 
The present proposals seek to 
have the 1937 program resumed, 
but revised to accord with the 
sharp rise in birth rate, the 
shifting of population within the 
city, and the impending influx 
of new population. 

The ultimate elementary 
school plant embodies four basic 
objectives: 

1. SAFETY— All new build- 
ings and additions thereto will 
be constructed of fire resistant 
materials, will not be more than 
two stories in height, will be lo- 
cated where possible away from 
business centers and trunk high- 
ways of fast traffic, and will be 
conducive to healthful school 
living. 

2. USEFULNESS— Facilities 
provided for pupil assemblies, 
physical education, and music 
will also be available to the Rec- 
reation Department, Scout or- 
ganizations, and other communi- 
ty groups. Classrooms and kin- 
dergartens will be adequate in 
3ize. 

3. ACCESSIBILITY — The ul- 
timate elementary school plant 
is to provide elementary schools 
within one-half mile walking dis- 
tance for nearly all elementary 
school children wherever they 
may reside in the city. 

4. ECONOMY— The wasteful 
oversupply of elementary schools 
on the north side of the city will 
be reduced, and on the south side 
of the city buildings will be pro- 
vided according to a plan which 
will prohibit wasteful duplica- 
tion in school districts where the 
population increases. 

The first two steps now re- 
quested of the city by the School 
Committee include the projects 
of greatest urgency. The kinder-

In a magnanimous gesture 
symbolizing the acute need for 
expanding Newton-Wellesley Hos- 
pital, the physicians who treat- 
ed blast victims there during 
the Waltham explosion emer- 
gency of March 6 have agreed un- 
animously to donate their fees 
to the hospital’s Building Fund, 
it was disclosed this week. 

This decision of the 28 medi- 
cal men, desirous of matching, ' 
with their contributions, the em- 
ergency service of hospital per- 
sonnel and volunteers "who gave 1 
so freely of their time” was re- 
ported by Dr. Richard I. Smith, 
chief of surgical service. Physi- 
cians and others on the hospital 
working force labored without | 
sleep during the disaster to at- 
tend 26 badly burned and injur- 
ed, who arrived at the already 
overloaded institution suddenly 
in the night. 

Doctors agreed on the group 
donation, the chief surgeon said, 
"in order to more clearly point 
out their realization of the exist- 
ing need for further hospital 
facilities.” Dr. Smith, who is 
chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the medical staff, made 
the announcement at a staff 
meeting. 

Dr. T. Stewart Hamilton, di- 
rector of Newton-Wellesley Hos- 
pital, commended the emergency j 
performance of staff physicians 
who, he said, "gave prompt and 
effective treatment despite space ; 
limitations of the undersized 
community hospital.” Because of 
the overflow of patients, it had 
been necessary to clear the hos- 
pital’s lecture room for use as an 
accident ward. 

Formal presentation of fees, 
received from the American Mu- 
tual Liability Insurance Company 
for the care of these patients, 
will be made to the hospital’s 
Building Fund at an early date. 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital is a 
member agency of the Newton 
Community Chest.

"History has proved that it 
is women’s influence behind 
most of the reforms that have 
been brought about in the 
world,” said Mrs. Max Ulin 
speaking Tuesday afternoon be- 
fore the Auburndale Woman’s 
Club on the subject, “Today's 
Woman — Never too young not 
too old.” Mrs. Ulin is well 
known for her worx on Intorna- 
tion Relations and as an officer 
in the Mass. State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, and also as a 
facile lecturer. 

“The world is changing, she 
said, “but women are not content 
to drift along with the tide. 
They want to do something to 
direct the course of these 
J changes. Women always seem 
| to see a need for improvement 
in conditions long before men. 
And when reforms finally come 
| about, in large part through 
| women’s influence, men love to 
brag about it saying, “Just see 
how progressive we are”. 

“How many women sat on the 
' sidelines during the war?” said 
I Mrs. Ulin. “They wanted to do 
something. So they went into 
the factories, war plants, took 
over men’s jobs, as their con- 
tribution during a time of stress. 
Most of us had dreams of the 
post-war world. Then would be 
a time for relaxation, with hcli- 
ocoptors for shopping, every 
mechanical gadget to make 
work lighter. But what has 
happened? 

“The world did not settle back 
on an even keel,” continued Mrs. 
Ulin. "It is a changing world, 
and women want to do some- 
thing to direct the course of 
these changes. A man said re- 
cently, ‘One reason women have 


such clean minds is because they 
change them so often.’ This is 
not. true,” says Mrs. Ulin. “It is 
because women are so adaptable. 
Women are always willing to 
try something to see if it can’t 
be better. Don’t we start right 
in the living room and re arrange 
the furniture to see if a better 
effect can't be achieved? And 
aren’t men always grumbling 
about it? But they like the re- 
sult, once accomplished. And so 
it is in the world. 

“A very intelligent mother 
very early becomes interested in 
the community, primarily be- 
cause of her children’s activities. 
The most orderly homes are 
those of busy women. They reg- 
ulate themselves, their time and 
their households and have tirrie 
for outside interests. What prog- 
ress from the days when women 
were tucked away with the 
stoves. 

“Apparently as an aftermath of 
war, there swept across the 
country a tidal wave of hate for 
those different — in race, color, 
creed. There, is a tremendous job 
for women to do here in the field 
of understanding those different 
from ourselves. We have to open 
our minds. As a Chinese diplo- 
mat once said in speaking of 
race hatreds, "It is 90 per cent 
temper and 10 per cent color.” 

“There was never a time when 
there was more or a need for 
women to build bridges of under- 
standing that will pull down 
these hatreds tha). would tear 
us apart. It is in the field of 
human relations, of better under- 
standing, that women can make 
their greatest contribution, and 
it is there that women are never 
too young nor ^too old to do 
their part.’* ,

“THE DIMENSIONS OF THE 
CHRISTIAN LIFE” 

Sermon by 

The Rev. Burton Boutwell Smith 
Mlnlftter of the 

First Methodist of Newton 

A prominent church leader re- 
cently made a tour of the coun- 
try, visiting ministers and 
churches of his denomination and 
others as well. His conclusion 
was that many of our leaders 
have grown petty, having lost 
their broad perspectives and 
broad ideas as to what makes 
up a Christian and what consti- 
tutes Christianity. 

Now what is true of Christian 
leaders, in many instances, is also 
true of us all— our souls need to 
be restored to their true dimen- 
sions as children of Almighty 
God. 

God sets before us an open 
door— and we are to serve Him in 
the spirit of the Christ. God has 
intended that we move forward, 
Lord. 

climb higher and claim the best 
we know through Christ our 

The Psalmist has a word which 
is needed by most folks today. He 
felt confined in spirit— his soul 
was troubled because of his ad- 
versaries and adversities— he was 
becoming cynical and he felt like 
giving up! “And thou hast not 
shut me up into the hand of the 
enemy; thou hast set my feet in 
a large place.” (Psalm 31:8). 

Martin Luther said that this 
psalm is a description of Christ 
and His saints who are plagued 
their lives long for the sake of 
the Word of God, yet are deliver- 
ed by God from them all and are 
comforted. 

The first dimension of the 
Christian life is that of inward 
quality — of personal stature. 

To be a Christian is not pri- 
marily doing something; rather, 
it’s a matter of being someone. 
Too many of us have sought our 
own way — we have utterly failed 
to follow the only Way — even 
Jesus Christ. 

God has intended us for large 
things. We are created for com- 
panionship with God the Father 
through Christ the Son. With 
Christ there were no ordinary 
men— He made men straighten 
up and realize their highest and 
best selves. Those early Christ-, 
tions were joyous— they were in- 
vincible — they could feel and say, 
“Now are we the sons of God.” 

This hour of history calls for 
great souls, great spirits — such 
men must come from the church 
of the Living God. 

Easter Sunday our churches 
were crowded and thronged with 
people— this coming Sunday we 




look around and wonder where 
all the people are! 

Let me remind you that the 
first dimension of the Christian 
life is that of inward quality. 
These who flock to the fold of 
the Shepherd at Easter-time do 
not possess this inner quality — 
they are fickle, they flit from 
place to place and cannot be de- 
pended upon! 

Great souls grow through sac- 
rifice and service and storm! Tau- 
ler, the great Christian, once 
met a beggar who wished him 
good day; "Every day is a good 

day to me,” was his reply 

"If the sun shines, I’m glad; if 
the clouds rain. I bless God.” The i 
beggar replied, "Who are you?” 
Tauler replied, "I am a king.” 
To which the b<?ggar said. 
"Where is your kingdom”? And 
Tauler replied, "In my heart”. 
This story went all over Europe 
in the Middle Ages. Simply be- 
cause it told of the possibilities 
of the life of Christian faith — of 
having nothing and yet possess- 
ing all things worth having in 
life! 

Second: The next dimension 
of the Christian life is the past. 

God has given us a great and 
rich heritage — we are surround- 
ed by a "cloud of witnesses.” 
These ancient landmarks, these 
ancient servants should make 
men aware of the fact that Al- 
mighty God has always stood by 
those who were willing to stand 
by Him. Nothing is perhaps so 
stabilizing as a good look at 
Christian history: it gives us the 
sense of belonging to something 
that is going on forevermore. 
Through the lessons learned from

During February Lafayette A. 
Lewis, Grand Exalted Ruler of 
the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks, In the presence of 
15 Past Grand Exalted Rulers 
from all parts of the country, 
placed a bronze plaque on the 
ancient and famous old building, 
formerly known as Military Hall, 
at 193 Bowery, New York City, 
according to word 'received by 
Nicholas Veduccio, Exalted Ruler 
of Newton Lodge No. 1327. Lewis’ 
action signalized the 80th birth- 
day of a vast fraternal welfare 
organization which has grown 
from 15 New York actors to its 
present membership of 950,000 
public spirited men with 1478 Elk 
Lodges scattered through every 
state in the Union. 

It was on February 16, 1868, 
that a group of actors, headed by 
an Englishman, Charles A. Vivian, 
organized the first Elk Lodge, 
New York "Mother Lodge” No. 

I in Military Hall and, with no 
political, commercial or religious 
interests, started the great order 
which has raised among its own 
membership and disbursed for 
countless charitable purposes 
more than eighty million dollars 
in addition to untold additional 
sums spent by local lodges. The 
aims of the founders are those 
followed by the Elks today. As 
stated on the plaque they are 
"to inculcate the principles of 
charity, justice, brotherly love 
and fidelity and to quicken the 
spirit of American patriotism.” 

Constant attention to disabled 
war veterans in 162 hospitals in 
all 48 states, the care of crippled 
children, the awarding of 100 col- 
lege scholarships annually to 
worthy but financially limited 
high school students, the sponsor-

peacetime forces. 

During World War II the Elks 
established more than 400 schools

General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
has accepted membership on the 
National Executive Board of the 
Boy Scouts of America, it was 
announced Monday of this week 
by Amory Houghton, President 
of the organization. 

An advocate of Scouting over 
the years, General Elsenhower 
supported a drive for wastepaper 
conducted by the Boy Scouts 
throughout the nation during the 
last year of the war. By collect- 
ing 318,000 tons of paper in two 
months 299,936 Scouts qualified 
for the General Eisenhower-Boy 
Scout Wastepaper Campaign 
medal. A gold replica of it was 
presented to him in Washington 
in December 1945. Norumbega 
Council Scouts collected 1,193,833 
lbs of waste paper and 200 
Scouts received the Eisenhower 
award. 

“The Boy Scout Movement 
merits the unstinted support of 
every American who wants to 
make this country and his world 
a better place in which to live,” 
General Eisenhower said when 
he received his medal. “Its em- 
phasis on community service and 
toleranee and world friendship 
promotes a speedier attainment 
of the enduring peace among 
men for which we all strive. 

“By developing among its mem- 
bers both a spirit of sturdiness, 
self-reliance and a realization of 
the need for cooperative effort in 
every major enterprise, the Move- 
ment is a prime force in prepar- 
ing tomorrow’s men for their 
duty to themselves, their country 
and their world. 

“Here in the United States the 
Boy Scouts of America has ac- 
complished much in its years of 
service. But today, more than 
ever before, we need expansion 


of its membership and influence.” 

In May 1946, the National Coun- 
cil of the Boy Scouts of America 
conferred § upon General Eisen- 
hower the Award of the Silver 
Buffalo “for distinguished serv- 
ice to boyhood.” It is Scouting’s 
highest award for national or in- 
ternational service.

ROY S. EDWARDS 


Deeply tanned from six weeks 
vacation in Cocoa, Fla., Roy Ed- 
wards sat down one recent af- 
ternoon to answer questions I 
had long wanted to ask. His 
name Is connected with so many 
civic groups that he is one of 
our best known and hardest 
workers. I wondered how these 
numerous contributions of his 
enrgy left time for his success-

ful business as president of the 
Roy S. Edwards, Inc., lumber 
business at 29 Crafts Street, 
Newtonville. 

Mr. Edwards is a small, neat 
man with graying hair, warm 
smile and twinkling eyes be- 
hind gold rimmed spectacles. He 
prefers dark, conservative busi- 
ness suits with a touch of color 
in Argyle socks. His manner 
of speaking is agreeable and 
unhurried. And you feel that he 
takes the measure of people he 
meets and wins their coopera- 
tion with his direct friendliness. 

His civic-mindedness must 
have come down directly from 
the example set by his father 
in Halifax, Canada. Of Scotch- 
Welsh descent, Roy has a twin 
sister, two brothers and another 
sister. His 83-yearold mother, 
now widowed, continues to live 
in Halifax near the rest of her 
family. Every summer Roy goes 
“back home” for a visit with 
them. In a section well popu- 
lated with people of Scocth de- 
scent, his mother is well known 
as a relative of Sir Walter Scott. 

Following graduation from 
high school and the Maritime 
Business College in Halifax, Roy 
Edwards served in the Canadian 
army over five years at the time 
of World War I. Forty two 
months of this time he spent 
in France and Belgium as a 
combat officer. The year after 
the war he was commandant 
of a prisoner of war camp in 
Nova Scotia. Leon Trotzky was 
among the prisoners, he recalls. 

But war had taken a physical 
toll. Due to wounds and gas 
attacks, a subsequent brain op- 
eration was necessary which has 
left a slight lameness in his 
left leg. 

After his release from military 
service in 1919, Mr. Edwards 
studied business administration 
in night school at Boston Uni- 
versity. While there he met an 
attractive dark-haired nurse 
from New Brunswick, who was 
taking part in a college pageant. 
Mary. Clancy had served with 
the 1st Harvard Medical Unit 
in the war. She had also worked 


a year as a volunteer v nurse 
with Sir Wilfred Grenfell in Lab- 
rador. After she became Mrs. 
Edwards, they made their home 
at 25 Orchard ave., Waban. 

The next step in Mr. Edwards' 
career was to become manager 
of a hat store in Boston. It was 
a good job but he gave it up 
to learn the lumber business. 
Starting as a workman in the 
yard, at the Besley Lumber Co., 
he eventually worked up to be- 
come manager, then ownc». The 
business now bears his name. 

Very soon after his move to 
Newton in 1922 Mr. Edwards 
became president of the Newton 
Round Table Club, a public 
speaking group that met at the 
Y. M. C. A. As a member of the 
Newton Debating Team, he took 
part in debates about various 
forms of city government. Sev- 
eral times he was judge of the 
| Harvard-Yale League debates. 

Now, listen to this list of 
offices and you’ll see how wide- 
spread are Roy Edwards’ inter- 
ests. He is a past president of 
the Newton Corner Business 
Men’s Association; director of 
the Newton Rotary Club; mem- 
ber of the Norumbega Lodge 
of Masons; past lecturing knight 
of the Newton Lodge of Elks; 
past president of the Canadian 
Club of Boston; past president 
of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce; past Commander of the 
Disabled American Veterans of 
Newton; past Commander of the 
Canadian Veterans of Massachu- 
setts; member of the New Eng- 
land Airedale Club; past, presi- 
dent of the Greater Boston Lum- 
ber Trade Club. Currently, he is 
an active Rotarian, a director 
of the West Newton Cooperative 
Bank and a member of the Gov- 
erning Board of the Newton 
Community Choru’^. 

Though he had offered his 
services in World War II, his 
patriotic tender was not accepted 
because of the injuries received 
in the previous war. However, 
Roy Edwards found many ways 
to help at home. He became 
chairman of the Citizen’s Com- 
mittee for Service to Newton 
Servicemen. He was chairman of 
the committee that organizud 
Newton's first draft registration. 
He was director of the original 
Civilian Defense Committee un- 
der Gen. Daniel Needham and 
chairman of the Advisory Com- 
mittee for Returning Veterans. 
"What’s Cookin’ in Newton,” a 
publication mailed regularly to 
every overseas Newton boy, was 
founded and organized by Roy 
Edwards. Also, he saw every 
veteran— about 9600 in all— who 
left Newton and presented each 
with a gift made possible from 
civilian donations. He was in- 
strumental in having the Honor 
Roll erected at City Hall. And 
more recently, he gave time to- 
wards organizing food and cloth- 
ing drives for the needy over- 
seas. 

Quite breathless from his list 
of jobs well done, I still won- 
dered if he had any hobbies. 

"Hobbies?” he repeated quiet- 
ly. "I have none other than find- 
ing what I can do for worth- 
while causes. Otherwise, I am 
a man without a hobby.” 

"Not even fishing?” 

"I used to fish way up in 
Maine. And I can cook bachelor 
type meals.” I’m not. a gardener 
—now. For a long time my wife

First, teach them 
how to be safe, then set the example by your own proper actions.

Why War Preparations? 

Why is the President asking Congress for war preparations? 
The American people raav soon know. 

A resolution introduced by 32 Republican Senators on March 
19 should result in revealing the nature of the mysterious com- 
mitments made at Teheran. Cairo. Yalta and Potsdam which, 
it is now evident, are the bases of the present international crisis. 

Yet President Truman is the only one who can divulge the 
secrets of those historic conferences. In his special message to 
Congress on March 17, he issued a call to arms because of a 
war threat without stating what that threat is. 

Going no further than to say that one nation has “per- 
sistently ignored and violated” agreements which “could have 
furnished a basis for a just peace,” he made commitments bind- 
ing on the lives of all Americans. On this indictment he has 
asked Congress to take steps. On these secrets he wants Con- 
gress to set the stage for a possible War III. 

In behalf of the people who arc involved in this crisis, the 
Senators have asked Mr. Truman to tell Americans just how 
far they have been committed as a nation. Joining in sponsor- 
ship of the resolution, one of the 32 Senators recalled the Amer- 
ican watchword, “United we stand, divided we fall.” 

“If we are united in our foreign policy,” he said, “we will 
stand. But how could we know whether we arc united when 
our foreign policy is in the hands of one man?” 

The resolution asks the President to state the specific viola- 
lions which he believes have brought us to the brink of war. It 
asks that Congress and the people be told just what agreements 
were made at these mysterious conferences, which the Admin- 
istration has designated as the foreign policy for 145 million 
Americans. 

Further questions will be asked — all of them vitally im- 
portant: 

Was the domination of Poland by Russia agreed to in the 
conference, or is it a violation? 

Is Yugoslavia’s alliance with Russia a double-cross, or is 
that part of our secretly fixpd foreign policy? 

What of Czechoslovakia — agreed to, or a violation? 

Who’s the violator in Greece? 

How far, by agreement, was Russia to go in Italy? 

What of Finland — agreement or violation? 

These are the international issues which today threaten 
Americans with war. These are the issues which today prompt 
the huge spending of American dollars in other parts of the 
world to halt the spread of Russian influence.

FIRE PREVENTION SERVICE 



Early one morning in Balti- 
more a fire destroyed a home 
and killed two people. Throughly 
, scared by the experience, a neigh- 
bor on the same block called the 
fire department the next day 
and asked them to send a man 
around to inspect his residence. 

The first thing the fireman 
discovered in the basement was a 
ceiling over the furnace was 
charred and some of the plaster 
had fallen off, leaving the black- 
ened lath exposed. In other words, 
it wouldn’t have been long be- 
fore that man’s house caught 
fire, too. Because he had made 
the common error of having the 
top of his furnace so close to the 
ceiling that the heat could crack 
off the plaster and char the lath. 

Thousands of other people have 
made this mistake — to their sor- 
row. They run heat pipes through 
wooden partitions without pro 
tecting the wood; they fail to put 
metal shields behind cook stoves 
to keep the heat from reaching 
the neajrby wall; they don’t insu- 
late the ceiling above the furn- 
ace with some incombustible ma- 
terial that won’t burn easily. 
You can check this in your own 
home by feeling the partitions or 
walls near your stove or furn- 
ace; if the surface is too hot for 
your bare hand, trouble is brew- 
ing. That spot should be covered 
with asbestos board, sheet iron 
or tin with an airspace separat- 
ing it from the surface. 

Faulty chimneys are another 
prolific cause of dwelling fires; 
either because they are caked 
with soot because of infrequent 
cleaning or because they have 
cracked flues which let the heat 
escape out of the chimney into 
the walls of - the house. Except 
when anthracite coal is used for 
fuel, chimneys should be cleaned 
once a year to get rid of this 
soot. And a good way to check 
for broken flues is to feel the 
walls around the chimneys all the 
way upstairs. If you find any 
spot that is uncomfortably hot 
for your bare hand, call in an ex- 
pert repairman without delay. 
For if you don’t you’ll be calling 
the fire department. Near Phila- 
delphia a man told several of his 
neighbors that he had a cracked 
flue that would have to be fixed 
soon. But before he got around 


to fixing it, the house caught 
fire and the whole family was 
burned to death. 

People do two other very fool- 
ish things with stoves and furn- 
aces: 1. They stack rubbish or 
trash so close to the heating 
plant that, the stuff can hardly 
help but catch on fire on some 
particularly cold night when the 
furnace is being overworked. 2. 
They dump hot ashes into wood- 
en baxes or barrels which, soon- 
er or later ignite. 

Cellars, and furnace rooms 
should be kept scrupulously 
clean of trash. Stoves or furnaces 
should never be run under forc- 
ed draft or allowed to get red 
hot. -And, it goes without saying, 
hat ashes should never be put 
into anything but a safe metal 
container. 

The roof condition of a house 
has a lot to do with keeping a 
home safe from a fire starting 
or spreading. Sparks on combus- 
tible roofs cause annually about 
the same number of fires and 
fire damage as does lightning. 
The serious thing is that every 
so often one of these roof fires 
is picked up by a rising wind, 
and spread to hundreds of other 
buildings. In Shervoport, La., 196 
homes were lost in a fire which 
started just across the street 
from a firehouse; in Nashua, 
N. H., 350 buildings were sacri- 
ficed to an outbreak which start- 
ed on a bridge — other wooden 
shingle roof conflagrations have 
razed from 1,600 to 1,900 houses 
and have wiped out entire towns. 
In the famous conflagration in 
Chelsea, Mass., flying brands fell 
on the decks of ships five miles 
at sea. Which shows how far 
they can travel and still be dan- 
gerous. 

In many cities a large portion 
of the fire departments runs 
every year are for chimney or 
roof fires. Yet a huge proportion 
of the latter could be eliminated 
if every householder would see 
to it that his roof is maintained 
in good repair. 

Last year in Newton we had 53 
chimney fires which if they had 
not been discovered while they 
were in the early stage of burn- 
ing could have developed into 
sizeable fires. Don’t wait till you 
have a chimney fire, clean it now 
and avoid becoming homeless.

IDEA IN UNDWWIA* 


FARM TRACTOR 

Budget: Dad, $3.00 for motor— Son, 35c for materials 
Materials may be obtained at local hobby shop. 


Dear Dad: 

This little farm tractor is fric- 
tion-driven and has plenty of 
power. The Supermite m^tor is 
operated by one No. 935 Eveready 
flashlight cell which fits snugly 
under the hood 

Front wheels may be purchased 
at any model store. These wheels, 
a few bits of balsa and a tube of 
model airplane cement (also ob- 
tainable at your local model sup- 
ply store) are the only items you 
will have to buy for the construc- 
tion. 

Start by making the body. This 
is composed of a base piece and 
four bits of Vi" balsa. Cut all 
pieces to dimensions given and 
assemble with pins and cement 

Now make a battery clip of 
springy tin or light brass. Nail 
and glue it to the back of the 
front piece taking care to place it 
so that it bears on the exact cen- 
ter of the No. 935 Eveready cell. 
This clip serves as one terminal 
point. For the other terminal, press 
a large paper clip through the back 
piece of the hood, also taking care 
to center it with the battery 
nipple. 

The paper clip should project 
about beyond the back piece. 
Bend the prongs out slightly so 
that when the switch lever is 
mounted in its slot the switch 
blade will engage the split prongs 
as the switch is moved forward. 

Fasten the motor to piece “A” 
with 3 small screws and then hook 


up motor to the front battery clip 
and to the switch lever. Hook-up 
should be made so that the motor 
revolves in a counter clockwise 
direction. The direction can be 
controlled by reversing the leads 
to the motor. 

Connections completed, slip the 
battery in place and try out the 
motor. Now remove the battery 
and get busy on the rear (drive) 
wheels assembly. A glance at the 
drawings will show that the rear 
wheels are mounted on tin hang- 
ers. These hangers are pivoted to 
the back piece and are pulled back 
by small rubber binders each side 
of the frame. Just enough tension 
is needed and no more than is 
sufficient to hold the right hand 
drive wheel gently but firmly 
against the ruboer -pencil-tip mo- 
tor drive wheel. 

In order for this drive gear to 
function smoothly, both rear 
wheels and motor drive wheel must 
be carefully centered on their re- 
spective shafts. The rear wheels 
are easily centered by using a 
compass to lay out the balsa re- 
inforcing discs to the exact inside 
diameter of the cardboard box 
tops which form the wheels. The 
ruDber-tip drive wheel is some- 
what harder to center on the mo- 
tor shaft but it can be done prop- 
erly, if care is used.

Filene Wellesley Unit 
Completed; Flower Show 

Hit of the Opening 

The first major suburban re- 
tail store to be completed in the 
vicinity of Boston since the war 
is having “open house” this 
month.

With its upper and lower sell- 
| ing floors, balcony and central 
j tower, the new Filene store is 
one of the biggest suburban re- 
tail stores in the Boston region. 
Its convenient location in Welles- 
ley is easily reached by railroad 
or bus, while the Worcester turn- 
j pike, which passes within a mile 
with direct access by road, or 
route 135 which goes directly 
past the doors, make it easily 
1 accessible to motorists. A study 
of the store charge accounts 
shows that shoppers are drawn 
I in numbers from surrounding 
1 communities as far West as 
Southboro, North as Concord, 

I South as Walpole and East into 
! Boston proper. 

Flower Show Hit of Opening

! front of the white columned 
! building, shoppers might have 
thought that the Flower Show 
had moved in.

Local Residents Invited 
To Attend Program From 
One to Ten, April 13, 14 

An Electrical Fair, sponsored 
by Boston Edison Company and 
the Electrical Dealers of New- 
ton, invites the attention of resi- 
dents of this community on Tues- 
day and Wednesday, April 13 
and 14 at the Newton Armory. 
All customers of the local electric 
utility company are invited to at- 
tend. a portion or all of the pro- 
gram which on both days is 
scheduled from one o’clock in 
the afternoon to ten o’clock in 
the evening. 

The objective of the two-day 
Fair is to better acquaint com- 
munity residents with the pres- 
ent day relationship between 
complete home electrification and 
better living. It is the thirteenth 
in a series of two-day Electrical 
Fails to be presented throughout 
the Metropolitan Boston area for 
the purpose of bringing directly 
to more people more informa- 
tion about modern electric home 
equipment, how it can lighten 
work, beautify the home interior, 
and meet every household re- 
quirement most economically. 

Boston Edison Company’s new- 
est promotional effort marks the 
resumption of conducting com- 
munity electrical shows after a 
discontinuance of several years. 
The Newton Amory has been 
selected as the most suitable 
place for the Fair, the thirteenth 
in a series to be conducted 
throughout Greater Boston. In 
the past three week^the same 
presentation has been given be- 
fore capacity gatherings in the 
towns of Natick and Roxbury. 

Plans for these electrical fairs 
will call for a different type of 
program than has been arranged 
in the past. At various times 
the company operated a series 
of electrical shows throughout 
the cities and towns which it 
serves. At other intervals it con- 
ducted numerous cooking schools 
throughout the same districts. 
Both activities were highly suc- 
cessful whenever presented. The 
new electrical fairs will combine 
both cooking schools and in- 
teresting exhibits of the major 
electrical appliances for the 
home. 

At the local Electrical Fair 
there will be 32 booths, all 
equipped with the newest 1948 
models of electric ranges, water 
heaters, refrigerators, home 
freezers, automatic washers, dry- 
ers and ironers. Many of them 
will be in operation and demon- 
strators will be available to point 
out the convenience and relia- 
bility of the equipment. 

At 2 p.m. the Home Service 
Division of Boston Edison will 
conduct a two-hour program 
featuring the preparation of 
everyday meals, stressing in par- 
ticular varied economical dishes, 
a subject of great appeal in these 
days of constantly spiraling food 
costs. Frozen foods, too, will 
come in for their share of atten- 


tion, and all the advantages of 
the home freezer will be out- 
lined. 

The final part of the Home 
Service program will be devoted 
to a brief but complete demon- 
stration of the all-electric, all- 
automatic home laundry. Follow- 
ing the cooking school, three in- 
teresting prizes will be awarded 
which will be selected from a . 
list including food mixers, small 
radios, roasters, floor lamps, 
toasters, waffle irons, clocks, 
irons, etc. From 4 to 8 p.m., the 
exhibits will be open for persons 
who care to linger after the cook- 
ing school is over or for others 
who may come in later. Another 
highlight will be an interesting 
lecture and illustrated program 
on television. 

The second day of the fair will 
follow the same general pattern 
of the first day except for an en- 
tirely new program by the Home 
Service Division and by the WBZ- 
TV staff on television.

ORVILLE 0. CLAPPER 


It Is no news to anyone that 
our recent, formidable winter 
did a great deal of damage to 
Newton’s streets and plant life. 
But here is official confirmation 
of the latter from Orville O. Clap- 
per, president of The Clapper 
Co., at 1121 Washington St., 
West Newton. In the past three 
weeks he has sold more tree 
paint, wax and pruning tools 
than is customary in an entire 
year! 

Mr. Clapper also predicts that 
this season will be one of the 
biggest ever for the sale of grass 
peed. Why? That also is due to 
rhe winter. A fungus, known as 
•now mold, is responsible. It 
grew when snow fell before the 
ground froze and lived on the 
moisture that was present when 
the temperature stayed just be- 
fore freezing. What we should 
have done was to drop our snow 
shovels and get at the mold with 
garden rakes while it was still 
damp. Never mind what the 
neighbors would say about the 
queerness of raking the lawn in 
January! So, the entire east 
coast is despoiled by grass tb/ 
has been killed in a series of 
circles from snow mold. 

And now to jump headlong in- 
to summer statistics, Mr. Clap- 
per passes' along the information 
that New England lawns are 
mowed on the average of 22 
weeks a year; New York 26 
weeks and Philadelphia 34 
weeks. He often sees lawn 
mowers 25 years old giving good 
service. The main factor in lawn 
mower longevity is to keep the 
blades sharpened and properly 
adjusted.

| Mrs. Bertrand K. Little, author- 
ity on old glass and china and 
lecturer at the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston, talked on the 
subject “Antique China’’ at the 
meeting of the Auburndale Worn 
an's Club Tuesday afternoon. 
Until the end of the last century, 
she said, all the old china used in 
the United States was made 
abroad. English china was most 
commonly used here, the most 
interesting being that made from 
1700 until 1835. China made af- 
ter that time is less interesting 
and artistic and has less hand 
work. 

In distinguishing and evaluat- 
ing antique china, she pointed 
out, five attributes should be 
considered — the basic ingredient 
of which it is made, the glaze 
that covers it, its shape, its dec- 
oration and its mark. China may 
be classed as earthenware or por- 
celain. Earthenware has a sim- 
ple, soft, porous body made of 
clay and fired at a low tempera- 
ture while porcelain has a hard, 
thin, white body made of spe- 
cial ingredients and fired at a 
high temperature. It appears 
translucent. Glaze is a thin, 
liquid, glassy substance into 
which pieces are dipped. It 
makes the china less porous and 
impervious to acid and brings 
out the color. The shape of the 
china helps determine its age as 
early china was small and round 
in form but gradually became 
elongated. By the 19th century 
it became very large and tall. 
The decoration of the china in- 
cludes perforating, sizing, sprig- 
ging, hand painting and transfer 
printing. From this can be de- 
termined the maker and period. 
Marks on china are helpful in 
identifying the maker.

Your Newton Public Health Nurse 

The most important individual in any health service is the 
public health nurse. She is the liaison between the physician 
and his patient, between the health department and the citizen. 

It is the public health nurse who brings the benefits of any 
public health program to the beneficiary. It is she who serves 
as family counsellor in many of the trying problems associated 
with the rearing of children in the modern city. She interprets 
to citizens and their children the latest knowledge regarding 
personal health, including the fields of child and adult health, 
tuberculosis control and communicable disease supervision, t^he 
is a trained specialist who knows community resources and has 
the ability to get things done. Regardless of the economic status 
of the family, she is always prepared to make some helpful 
suggestion to those who seek her aid. Ytour Health Department 
employs nine public health nurses, -and the Newton District 
Nursing Association nine. Newton citizens are most fortunate 
in having available such well trained personnel to serve them 
at all times. 

Y.M.C.A.'s Record of Service 

The ability to get along in a changing world calls for adapt- 
ability. Nations have risen to strength only to fall prey to an 
invading army or the slow decay of time because they were 
unable to adapt themselves to changing conditions. The same 
can be said for individuals, industrial .concerns or organizations. 

Perhaps the reason the Young Men’s Christian Association 
has endured in full vigor for more than a century is its ability 
to adjust its service to meet a great variety of needs. Nowhere 
is this better exemplified than in its World Service program 
which this month observes its 59th anniversary. Through it, 
Y.M.C.A.s of North America have carried the Red Triangle to 
34 of the 74 nations now served by this very worthwhile move- 
ment. 

In doing this they have done more than merely transport 
an American organization across the seas. In each country the 
“Y” found special needs, and set out to meet them. Thus, it 
has gone into a backyard rural area in Mexico and established 
a center which is raising the living standards of the whole*coun- 
trvside by showing the people how to better their land, grow 
many new crops, and fight the twin plagues of pestilence and 
superstition. In China, when the Y.M.C.A. found young people 
eager for education but with no one to teach them, it set up 
schools which formed a pattern for others throughout the Orient. 
Despite the bitterness and bloodshed now rampant in the Holy 
Land, the Y.M.C.A. there for many years has operated a pilot- 
plant demonstration that Arabs, Christians and Jews can live 
in peace together. 

Especially during the month of April when the North Amer- 
ican Y.M.C.A.s are observing World Sendee month, we wish to 
call attention to the work of the Y.M.C.A. both nationally and 
locally. The Y.M.C.A. has demonstrated through the years 
that it deserves the support of thoughtful citizens even' where.

room for everyone to serve with- 
in its scope and thus help oth- 
ers.

Operating on the 
Wellesley College campus for 
six weeks from July 4 to August 
15, the Theatre will present 
plays featuring famous guest 
stars each week. Students will 
devote their mornings to classes 
and will participate in the pro- 
fessional productions along with 
an Equity troup of actors, in 
addition to acting in laboratory 
plays. 

Charles E. Rogers, Designer at 
the Amherst College Theatre 
and Assistant Professor of Fine 
Art, will be the designer and 
teach courses in scene and cos- 
tume design. The acting and 
directing courses will be taught 
by Mrs. Dorothy McLaughlin 
Lusk, Actor’s Coach and As- 
sistant Professor of the Univer- 
sity of Texas Department of 
Drama; Frank McMullan, Head 
Director and Associate Profes- 
sor of the Yale University De- 
partment of Drama, and Mr. 
Winkler. 

Henry B. Williams, Director 
of the Experimental Theatre and 
Assistant Professor of English 
at Dartmouth College, will in- 
struct the students in Production 
Techniques. The curriculum 
will be rounded off by a required 
seminar and laboratory course 
on all phases of the theatre, to 
be given by the entire staff and 
stars. 

Other members of the staff 
are Carroll B. Lusk, Stage and 
Shop Foreman of the Yale Uni- 
versity Department of Drama, 
as Scene Technician; Delbert M.

work on the part of the Mayor, 
the Newton Veterans’ Housing 
Department, the city’s solicitor, - 
a special aldermanic committee 
which made a study of the city’s 
housing needs, and the city’s 
Veterans’ Services Department 
which interviewed almost 1,000 
veteran families who legistered 
their need for adequate living 
accommodations. 

Signing the contract for the 
mammoth housing undertaking 
for the city today were Mayor 
Lockwood and Carl Mullen, Com- 
missioner of the Newton Vete- 
rans’ Housing Department, and 
the other members of the 3-man 
Dept., who have been developing 
this program over the past three 
months— Warren Oliver and 
Frederick Hawkins. 

Joseph F. Kelly, president of 
the Kelly Corporation signed for 
the construction company. He 
was accompanied by John Dobbs, 
former New England director of 
the National Housing Agency, 
and now a Vice President of the 


estate business, the city has pro- 
vided the necessary builder incen- 
tive to obtain erection of homes 
which can be bought through 
G. I. loans, without further sub- 
sidy, by a majority of Newton’s 
veterans. 

In the procedure followed by 
Newton the contribution in the 
development made by the City 
means that several thousand dol- 
lars is added to the value of each 
home, and makes possible their 
purchase by veterans who other- 
wise would be priced out of the 
new home market. 

Mayor Lockwood declared: "I 
am confident that Newton’s vete- 
rans’ housing project is not only 
the state’s, but the country’s 
number one housing development 
from the standpoint of the con- 
tractor, the development of the 
land and the protection of the 
veteran’s Interests.”

lie Works, Is also unusual and ex- 
pressive of advanced thinking in 
land and community plannig. 

The majority of houses are to 
face on walk ways, with such 
community facilities as schools 
and shops to be located at radial 
points, thus eliminating the cross- 
ing of thoroughfares by children 
and others In the course of their 
daily pursuits. ’ 

Many thousands of yards of 
loam will be spread on the site, 
after which careful landscaping 
and planting will gradually de- 
velop this interior area into a 
park on which the houses will 
front. 

Extra precautions have been 
taken to assure variety of exter- 
ior design in the new Oak Hill 
Community. In addition to. the 
fact many of the homes will haqe 
porches, or brezeways and ga- 
rages, three different types of 
siding clap-boards, cedar 
shingles and asbestos shingles 
— will be used to give the homes 
variation. Location on the lots 
and different roof treatments will 
! also assure the absence of any 
suggestion of monotony. 

The present Newton veterans’ 
housing program was initiated as 
the result of findings by a spec- 
ial Aldermanic committee on 
housing, and fulfills Mayor Lock- 
wood’s promise to take action on 
the Veterans’ housing problem. 

This committee reported: “The 
provision of adequate housing for 
veterans— at prices they can af- 
ford— has ben a major problem 
since the end of the war. 

“The production of a sufficient 
quantity of new homes to over- 
come this short supply through 
ordinary speculative building has 
been hampered by the rising 
price spiral. This is demonstrat- 
ed by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration’s adjusted cost in- 
dex which now stands at up- 
wards of 175 as against 100 in 
1940. This factor has made It 
impossible, to produce homes at a 
cost comparable to pre-war stan- 
dards, and thus a large number 
of veterans have been eliminated 
from the new home market. 

“The rising price spiral has had 
a similar effect upon the cost of 
food, clothing and other neces- 
sities of life. People, however, 
must eat and keep themselves 
warm, but they can, by doubling 
up and living under other un- 
favorable circumstances. get 
! along with inadequate living ac- 
; commodations. 

“The recent survey conducted 
by the Newton Veterans’ Sorv- 
j ices Department demonstrated 
i that housing conditions prevail- 
! ing generally throughout the 
country are applicable to this 
i city. Approximately 700 veterans 
and their wives took the trouble 
to come to the City Hall and 
register their requirements at an 
exhibit of proposed new homes 
i presented by the Veterans’ Serv- 
I ices Department. 

“The majority of these regis- 
trants indicated an ability to pay 
I for homes in a price range of 
I $7,500 to $8,500 provided such 
j homes met their Individual re- 
I quirements as to space and 
I amenities. 

“These homes, however, can not 
be produced at the prices it was 
t indicated so many veterans were 
able to afford without the fullest

Back In Newton after attend- 
ing the annual Eastern States 
Health Education Conference* at 
the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine In New York City, Miss Ruth 
N. Brooks, health educator of 
the Newton Tuberculosis and 
Health Association, reported that 
one of the principal speakers at 
the two-day conference, April 1 
and 2, was Dr. Frederick J. Stare, 
of Waban, International author- ' 
ity on food and nutrition. 

Miss Brooks’ report follows: 

“Dr. Stare, who is professor of 
nutrition at Harvard School of 
Public Health; told the group of 
200 health educators that New- 
ton is carrying on a research 
project in nutrition education, 
using six Newton schools as the 
testing ground. Recognizing the 
fact that, although three-quar 
tors of the population is not get 
ting a ’good’ diet, it is difficult 
to change the food habits of 
adults, this project aims at test- 
ing methods of encouraging 
teachers to Influence the. food 
habits of children. 

“Dr. Stare was asked what ef- 
fect the project was having on 1 
the parents of the Newton chil- [ 
dren. He said that newspapers, 
community organizations, and in- j 
dividual? were showing a great 
deal of interest, especially as a 
result of the work of a model 
health education institution, the 
Newton Nutrition Center. 

“A nutrition expert from Tor- 
onto, Frederick F. Tisdall, M.D., 
told the health educators of a 
nutrition experiment with a 
group of expectant mothers in j 
a Toronto clinic. All the mothers 
normally ate a rather poor diet, 
containing, for example, less than 
half the amount of milk, eggs, 
citrus fruit and meat that they 
needed for good health. Half 
J the group were given supplemen- 
tary food, enough for good 
health. Half the group were 
given supplementary food, 
enough for really good nutrition, 
up until the time their babies 
were born. Careful records Were 
kept. At the end of the study, 
the doctors at the clinic ob- 
served that the mothers with the 
good diets were healthier, had 
shorter periods of labor, far 
' fewer complications with child- 
birth and had healthier children. 
In the group with poor pre-natal 
nutrition, three of the babies 
died. There were no deaths In I 
the good-nutrition group. 

“During the session on psychia 
try, Dr. Paul V. Lemkau of Johns 
Hopkins University, and Dr. Dan 
dor Rado, Director of the Psy- 
choanalytic Clinic for Training 
and Research at Columbia Uni- 
' versity, stressed the social fac- 
tors Involved in any considers, 
tion of the personality and health 
of the individual patient. 

“The discussion of epidemiol- 
ogy (the study of the causes of 
disease), led by Dr. Harry Stoll 
Mustard, Commissioner of 
Health, New York City, empha- 
sized all factors that enter into 
epidemics and pandemics. The 
speakers explained how epidemi- 
ologists track down the causes 
of such phenomena as the epi- 
demics of cholera in Asia.”

WENDELL R. BAUCKMAN 


The seeming paradox of find- 
ing a large country house easily 
accessible to business and shops 
has been solved in a most satis- 
factory way by the Wendell R. 
Bauckman’s of 336 Dedham st., 
Newton Centre. 

In addition the Baukmans have 
an amazing number of hobbies— 
collecting stamps and antiques, 
raising flowers, vegetables, fan- 
cy chickens, racing pigeons, ban- 
tams, pheasants, dogs, cats, par- 
akeets, canaries and a saddle 
horse. Add to this list long serv- 
ice in civic enterprises, topped 
by being President of Newton's 
N Board of Aldermen, and you’ll 
agree that Wendell Bauckman is 
most certainly a man of distinc- 
tion in our city! 

It was on a rainy Sunday after- 
noon that I visited the Bauck- 
man home. Theirs is a charming, 
compact frame house, shielded 
by evergreens and close to wind- 
ing Dedham street in the Oak 
Hill section. But walk around tc 
the back, as I did, and you have 
a vista that slopes gently way, 
way back to a distant cluster of 
trees. This open sweep is a per- 
- feet place for racing pigeons to 
land after a long flight! And it 
was chosen with such a purpose 
when the Bauckmans built there 
17 years ago. They came as pi- 
oneers in the second generation 
in this region that is only eight 
miles from Boston and two miles 
from a shopping center. 

Wendell had been born in Bos- 
ton but his family moved to Wa- 
ban in 1916. He attended the Rog- 
er Walcott grammar school, the 
old wooden structure that pre- 
ceded the present Angier school. 
At Newton High he held the high 
school championship in hurdles 
for the track team. He also held 
the state record for six years. 
Then he went to Norwich Uni- 
versity at Northfield Vermont., 
which is known as “the West 
Point of New England.” He join- 
ed the Theta Chi fraternity. Lat- 
er he studied business adminis- 
tration at Boston University. 
And now he is in the leather bus- 
iness with The Griess Pfleger 
' Tanning Co. of Mass., at 179 
South street, Boston. 

Mrs. Bauckman is the former 
Marjorie Blanchard of Cam- 
bridge, niece of “Wen's” former 
next door neighbor, the late Mrs. 
Alexander Caldwell. She is also 
a graduate of the Garland Shool 
of Homemaking and of Kathar- 
ine Gibbs. Hers is the saddle 
horse, “Charming Choice,” a tall, 
spirited steed that is stabled in 
part of the garage. And hers is 
the hobby of collecting fine an- 
tique?! such as the pie crust table, 
Italian credenza and Grandfath- 
er clocks. 

The two sons have hobbies of 
their own. Richard, at 18, is a 
cadet and member of Theta Chi 
at Norwich duplicating his fath- 
er’s record. During the school 
term his father takes care of 
Dick’s racing pigeons but when 
college lets out Dick will again 
take over. He is a member of the 
Watch City Racing Pigeon Club 
that races birds from as far away 
as Detroit. 

Theodore is 16 and at Newton 
High where he has just been elec- 
ted to the National Honor Soci- 
ety. Ted liked his father’s hobby 
of raising Silver Pencilled Wyan- 
dottes but wanted a different 
breed. So he chose Golden Laced 
Wyandottes. They are beautiful-

ly colored birds with lustrous 
feathers. 

Wendell, vice president of the 
Greater Boston Homing Pigeon 
Concourse, has a particular fond- 
ness for pigeons. As we walked 
from one pen to another he said 
with a quiet smile, “I estimated 
once that we were feeding 200 
mouths a day, including the chil- 
dren. So you can see that, in 
order for us to take part in all 
these hobbies, we needed such 
a location as this!” 

Wendell has the country gen- 
tleman's love of tweeds. He’s 
quite tall with an easy, graceful 
carriage. His face is slender, his 
hair brown and his lean fingers 
frequently tamp tobacco into his 
pipe. 

The war years took him away 
most of the time. He was consul- 
tant, then promoted to chief, of 
the leather division in the Office 
of Price Administration in Wash- 
ington. Members of this divis- 
ion generally lived at the Bur- 
lington Hotel in Washington. 
Now fifty of these men through- 
out the country call themselves 
“The Burlington Crew” afid meet 
monthly.

Annual revision of the voting 
lists by the City Clerk’s office re- 
veals that 38,127 citizens are 
eligible to vote at the primaries 
next Tuesday.

Executive Secretary of the Asso-- 
ciation, who speaking as a pri- 
vate citizen, objected to the new 
ordinance, year to year and sug- 
gested that the ordinance be re- 
worded so that the public would 
be informed as to the need of the 
change. The ceiling, he stated, 
was meaningless as it could be 
changed at the will of the aider- 
men. 

On a request from residents 
of West Newton living in the 
vicinity of Austin and Felton 
Streets for a change in the Zon- 
ing ordinance from General Res- 
idence to Private Residence for j 
that district, which would pre- 
vent erection of an apartment 
house on land bounded by Wash- 
ington and Felton Streets and 
the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road, the vote of the Board was 
13 for the change and 4 opposed. 
The planning Board has been op- 
posed to the change and the 
Claims and Rules committee had 
been split, five to one, in favor 
of the change. When the pro- 
posal was defeated the Board 
voted to reconsider its action 
and sent the matter back to the 
Claims and Rules committee. 

The Board voted to amend the 
zoning ordinance to change from 
Unzoned to General Residence 
District, land on Boylston Street 
at the Hammond Pond Parkway 
village, Ward 6, in order to per- 
mit extension of the apartment 
house development there; and 
also amend the Zoning Ordin- 
ance, to change land in the Vet- 
erans Housing Project in Oak 
Hill to Single Residence C Dis- 
trict with the exception of a 
business zone. A request for a 
zoning change to prevent the 
erection of apartments on a lot 
near Crystal Lake, Newton Cen- 
tre, was held in committee. 

Dr. Roland A. Barrette was al- 
lowed reinstatement of his build- 
ing permit granted on Nov. 12 
1941, to erect a building at 527 
Washington Street, Ward 1 to be 
used as a dental infirmary. The 
petition was granted with the 
restriction that the new building 
be set back as far from the 
street as the adjoining house. 

The Board authorized a sewer 
bond issue of $200,000. They 
also voted to purchase an auto- 
matic calculating machine for the 
engineering department at a 
cost of $750. An additional sum 
of $7300 was appropriated for 
the reconstruction and widening 
of Valentine Street from Com- 
monwealth Avenue to Bigelow 
Road. 

The Board approved the order 
for laying out, grading and ac- 
cepting roads and paths in the 
Veterans Housing Project at 
Oak Hill and Chairman Kenneth 
E. Prior of the Public Works 
Committee read the names of 
hero veterans for whom the 
streets are to be named. 

Mayor Theodore R. Lockwood 
was authorized to execute deeds 
for the land in the Veterans pro- 
ject to the Kelly Corporation of 
Arlington, in accordance with 
contracts signed last week.

Not An Elevating Recreation 

Merchants who make a concerted attempt to have the area 
surrounding their store properties kept neat should be compli- 
mented for their civic interest and in following this daily custom, 
are entitled to sufficient protection from vandalism, probably 
youthful, so that their efforts will not go for naught. 

Of late, it has been brought to our attention, that many 
driveways and service entrances to business establishments are 
cluttered with broken bottles and other debris, particularly in 
the Newton Corner section of the city. In addition, rubbish 
barrels have been found deliberately tipped over and the contents 
spilled on sidewalks and streets, all of which make for unsightly 
appearances.

Essentially, every board of assessors is 
responsible for raising sufficient revenue to pay the cost of city 
government yet for all that, it must be done in a fair and 
impartial manner. 

Recently Mayor Lockwood appointed as chairman of the 
Newton Board of Assessors a man. who by his training and his 
experience, gives to Newton property owners the assurance of fair 
and equitable assessment. 

John D. Wright, as former member and chairman of the 
State Appellate tax board, has had the opportunity to judge and 
evaluate all types of property, real, personal and business, and 
this unqualified experience will give to Newton a Board of 
Assessors which may well establish an enviable record throughout 
the State.

Republican Nominee 

Regular readers of thi» column 
may recall that I predicted some 
weeks ago, long before the Wis- 
consin and Nebraska primaries, 
that it did not seem to be in the 
cards for young Harold Stassen, 
former Governor of Minnesota, 
to capture the G.O.P. nomination 
for President this June. That was 
not a snap Judgment, but was 
based on a careful study of many 
factors entering into the whole 
picture. 

What is the situation today, 
after Stassen has done an al- 
most superhuman job and run 
away with the two vital prim- 
aries referred to above? The 
very same political experts who 
gave either General MacArthur 
or Governor Dewey of New 
York the best chance to win in 
Wisconsin and who also were in- 
clined to pick Senator Taft of 
Ohio as the Nebraska winner, 
are still loathe to give Stassen 
the best chance to win the nom- 
ination. Why? Simply because 
the cold, hard facts are that the 
G.O.P. Old Guard, which may 
die but which never surrenders 
has never warmed up to the for- 
mer Minnesota Governor and 
never will. Now, this Old Guard 
may not be able to dictate the 
nomination outright, but it can 
quite possibly have a veto pow- 
er voer the selection of any can- 
didate whom it will not support, 
even if only half-heartedly. And 
remember two points in this con- 
nection, please. First of all. Stas- 
sen is no Wendell Willkie, who 
was able to stampede the G.O.P. 
convention in 1940. This is said 
without the slightest disrespect 
to the present contender, who is 
a very fine and tremendously 
capable performer. Furthermore, 
he has shown unusual vote-get- 
ting power, which is something 


the nomination of ANY candi- 
date who has ,no trace of isola- 
tionism in him. The Colonel is 
probably the most powerful iso- 
lationist in the country and you 
will And him behind Senator 
Taft, in all probability. 

Of course, the real reason why 
so many Republicans with wide 
influence will be against Harold 
Stassen is that he would be al- 
together too independent 
President. He would do all his 
own thinking and would be the 
exact opposite of the unfortunate 
Warren Harding, a typical Old 
Guard choice. To a lesser ex- 
tent, Governor Dewey * suffers 
from the same handicap. There 
is, however, this difference be- 
tween the two men. Dewey 
would be expected “to be reas- 
onable” on occasion. After all, 
as Governor of the largest state 
in the country he has undoubt- 
edly found it necessary to com- 
promise from time to time. 

What does this lead me to? 
Simply this. The conservative 
element in the party want Sen- 
ator Taft. He “belongs”. A few 
months ago, when it appeared 
that almost any respectable can- 
didate of the old-fashioned type, 
like Mr. Harding, would find it 
impossible to defeat a rather 
weak Democrat like our haras- 
sed President, the odds were 
strong that the G.O.P. would se- 
lect the most powerful vote-get- 
ter it could lay its hands on. At 
one time, that man was General 
Eisenhower, who was cold to the 
proposition.

Reports sent in from 262 o£ the 
state’s 351 towns showed more 
than sixty school buildings, con- 
demned by the Department of 
Public Safety, were being used 
in direct violation of orders. An- 
other 400 buildings had been 
threatened with condemnation un- 
less extensive repairs were made 
within a 90-day period. This ac- 
tion was considered necessary to 
maintain standards of public safe- 
ty. In the judgment of superinten- 
dents who sent in the reports, 
195 buildings were judged as 
“possible fire hazards.” 

Based on the survey, 43 per- 
cent of the reported 2327 elemen- 
tary and secondary schools in 
the state are considered “unde- 
sirable for use in the present 
condition." 

Other facts discovered in- 
clude: 53 school buildings with- 
out running water, 50 school 
buildings without indoor toilets, 
656 school buildings constructed 
before 1900. 1138 school buildings 
without adequate or useable li- 
brary facilities, 1202 school build- 
ings without any kind of gymna- 
sium, 1140 school buildings with- 
out lunchroom facilities.

During 1947, American women 
salvaged 115 million pounds of 
used kitchen fats. On the as- 
sumption that six-tenths of a 
pound of fat makes a pound of 
soap, if the entire 1947 fat sal- 
vage yield were used exclusively 
for soap, on this basis it would 
produce 69 million pounds of 
soap.

Fifteen Million Dollar 


Capital Construction 
Program Is Future Need 


That Newton should spend fifteen million dollars over 
the next fifteen years for capital improvement construction 
was the message given by Dr. Homer W. Anderson, Super- 
intendent of Schools and Mr. Willard S. Pratt, Director of 
Public Works, to members of the Newton Taxpayers’ Associ- 
ation whom they addressed Tuesday evening at the Newton- 
ville Library Hall. 


Dr. Anderson outlined the re- 
quirements of the school depart- 
ment for the future, calling for 
the ultimate construction of the 
new elementary schools, three 
new junior high schools, and 
the conversion of the present 
Weeks Junior High school into 
a Senior High School. The pro- 
gram is recommended to be car- 
ried out in five steps, the first 
and most urgent of which in- 
volves the addition of four class- 
rooms and a gymnasium to the 
Franklin school, a new school on 
Brookline street in Oak Hill, the 
replacement of the present Wil- 
liams school by a new structure, 
and the plans for a school in the 
Veterans Housing project, he 
said. Dr. Anderson further esti- 
mated that the cost of the com- 
plete program would be approx- 
imately $4,500,000. 

Mr. Pratt stressed the need for 
street and sewer construction. 
Pointing out that in 1946 a 15- 


year program of rebuilding 65 
miles of obsolete main streets 
had been recommended to the 
Board of Aldermen, the director 
of public works cited the high 
cost of maintenance on streets 
which are now carying a load 
many times heavier than was 
contemplated when they were 
built. 

In addition to main street con- 
struction, Mr. Pratt pointed out 
that many miles of residential 
streets constructed before 1928 
must be rebuilt, and that the 
city is receiving many requests 
for accepting additional existing 
streets. He estimated the cost 
of the street construction pro- 
grams to be at about $7,500,000. 

With regard to sewers, the 
city is spending about $200,000 
anually on new sewers petitioned 
for by the citizens, without in-

to breeding lands in Newrton. 

The particular specie of mos- 
quito which breeds in these 
swamps is the Mansonia pertur- 
bans, the larvae of which breed 
in the swamp bottoms which can- i 
not be reached by spray insect- 
icides.

Up until 
noon today (Tuesday), eight votes had been cast in Ward 3, 
Precinct 2, a district which justly prides itself on its showing at 
all state and national elections. It is practically routine to have 
90-92 per cent of the vote come out.

"The Governor may appoint one 
member from a list of candi- 
dates which a panel, consisting 
of the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court, the Chief 
Justice of the Superior Court, 
and the chairman of the admin- 
istrative committee of the dis- 
trict . courts, shall submit to 
him; and the Governor shall ap- 
point two members from candi- 
dates nominated by the advisory 
committee on service to youth, 
established under section sixty- 
eight. ... At the time of mak- 
ing the original appointments 
of said members, the Governor 
shall designate one member to 
serve for five years, one for 
seven years and one for nine 
years.” 

Quoting further from the of- 
ficial report, we find that Sec- 
tion 66 reads as follows: "Func- 
tion and Duty of Board.” (Only 
a portion is herewith quoted, 
due to space limitations) : * 

“I. To develop constructive 
programs to reduce and prevent 
delinquency and crime among 
youth, and to that end it shall 
co-operate with existing agen- 
cies and encourage the estab- 
lishment of new agencies, both 
local and state-wide, having as 
their object the control of de- 
linquency and crime; and the 
Board shall assist local author- 
ities of any county or munici- 
pality, when so requested by 
the governing body thereof, in 
strengthening and coordinating j 
its educational, welfare, health 1 
and recreational programs which 
have as their object service to 
youth.” 

Another phase of this whole 
program provides for the aboli- 
tion of County Training Schools 
and still another deals with 
more effective measures for i 
dealing with Truants and School 
Offenders. More about this en- j 
tire subject within a week or 1 
two. It is of the utmost im- 
portance.

a twelve mile radius. Thus, they 
constitute a nuisance not only 
In the Immediate vicinity of 
these swamps but in all parts 
of the city as well.’* 

The draining of these swamps 
will be accomplished by install- 
ing a pump at .the lowest point 
where the swamp water will be 
pumped through a causeway in- 
to the Charles River. The City 
of Newton is to build the pump 
house and install the pump while 
the East Middlesex Mosquito 
Control Unit will do all the ditch- 
ing and build the necessary 
dikes. 

The pump project was studied 
and planned by Mr. Robert Arm- 
strong, Superintendent of the 
East Middlesex Mosquito Con- 
trol Project, Mr. Ashley Robin- 
son, City Engineer, and Harlan 
Kingsbury, Chief Sanitary In- 
spector. 

Last year Newton through its 


Health Department, joined the 
East Middlesex Mosquito Control 
Project along with Arlington, Bel- 
mon, Cambridge, Lexington, Wal- 
tham, Watertown, Wellesley and 
Weston. Although a complete 
program did not get under way, 
very good results were obtained. 
All of Newton’s breeding areas 
were located and mapped. About 
50 feet of culverts were laid and 
approximately 15,000 feet of 
ditching was done, eliminating 
and drying up swamp areas. In 
regions that could not be drained, 
about 700 gallons of DDT insect- 
icide was used. Airplane spray- 
ing was found very effective ov- 
er large areas. 

This year, in addition to the 
routine spraying and ditching, 
catch basin spraying is planned. 
One application will eliminate 
mosquito breeding in catch has 
ins from five to six weeks. A 
motor tricycle outfit will be used 
for this purpose. By this method 
as many as 500 catch basins can 
be sprayed in a single day.

eluding the extension of the high 
level sewer, the extension of the 
main to Oak Hill and the recon- 
struction of many of -the older 
trunk lines which have already 
reached their capacity and their 
designed period, continued Pratt, 
as he emphasized the important 
relation between adequate sew- 
erage installations and the public 
health. 

Further needs center around 
drain construction and the cov- 
ering of open brooks which today 
present a health hazard, Pratt 
added, as he listed other re- 
quirements such as those of the 
library, fire and police depart- 
ments. He estimated that the 
city would be called on to invest 
at least $10,000,000 over the next 
15 years for public works items 
exclusive of the school building 
program. 

In discussing the financing of 
this new construction, after not- 
ing not only that the city had 
available only $800,000 for pur- 
poses for which money could be 
borrowed within the debt limit, 
but also that many of the pro- 
posed projects are required by 
present law to be financed within 
the debt limit, Mr. Pratt suggest- 
ed petitioning the State Legisla- 
ture for permission to borrow 
outside the debt limit for much 
of the new construction. 

Both speakers were well receiv- 
ed by an interested and respon- 
sive audience and a lively ques- 
tion period followed their pre- 
sentations.

During this conference she 
is having a luncheon for 200 
women. But for one who “loves 
to cook” such a party will be no 
trouble. 

You see, Mrs. LeSourd has 
worked out company menus for 
both unexpected and intended 
guests. Her methods are worth 
heeding! It never takes her 
more than 20 to 30 ninutes to 
get dinner on the table. 

“I take a morning off and 
cook a great many things ahead.” 
she explains. “I keep 4 kinds of 
salad dressing in the ice box— 
French, Roquefort cheese, Rus- 
sian and an oil mayonnaise. I 
make angel food and devil food 
cakes as well as custards from 
the left over egg yolks. I’ll grate 
up fresh cocoanut and store it 
in jars, then v make a dozen pie 
shells. The shells keep well. I 
can always whip up a rich des- 
sert from custard poured into 
the shells and topped with fresh 
cocoanut and whipped cream.” 

“And your easy main dishes?” 
1 asked. 

"I keep on hand cans of tuna 
fish and chicken. So I can pre- 
pare huge casseroles of noodles, 
fish or chicken and a can of 
mushroom soup diluted with half 
a can of milk. This should be 
topped with well buttered crack- 
er crumbs.

Then add a dash of salt, a bit 
of red coloring and a pint of 
lemon flavored gelatine. At 
Christmas time I serve this 
hearty salad with a garnish of 
avocados but, at any season, it’s 
a salad that pleases the men. 
I always plan food to please 
the men because, if a man enjoys 
a party, his wife is bound to 
have a good time, too!”

Mrs. Margaret M. Hoar in the 
Democratic race for State Com- 
mittee woman, received 54 votes 
to 32 for Grayce I. Grace. In 
the contested race for State Com- 
mitteeman, John A. Donlan re- 
ceived 34; James Fitzpatrick, 32; 
George W. Williams, 16, and 
David J. Gillespie, 9. 

Representative Christian A. 
Hertor received 706 votes for Re- 
publican District Delegate and 
former Mayor Sinclair Weeks re- 
ceived 691. They were unop- 
posed.
